Ottawa, Sept. 7.— The Indian commls- 
•ionors have returned from the Peact 
River and the Sluvo Lake districts, 
where they succeeded in making a treaty 
with about 4,000 Indians of the Beaver 
Wood, Oreo and Chippewa tribes. It is 
proposed to place them on reserves yet. 
For the rights they .surrender the gov- 
ernment undertakes to pay a bonus of $~ 
per head and an annuity of $25 per an- 
num. The liiist year's payment and bo- 
nus, $32 in idl, to each person, was 
made by the commissioners. 

Among the survey parties sent out to 
the Yukon by the department of the in- 
terior was one to White River under 
Talbot. He reports a hazardous trip 
after the Datton trail was left. FinaJly 
the country became practically impassa- 
ble, and the party retraced their steps. 
Cold colors wore found at different points 
along the creoltM, and copper was plenti- 
ful, but no gold-bearing quartz was dis- 
covered. 

As mi instance of the difficulties of the 
country, American miners heading for 
the upper waters of Alaska took forty- 
nine days to journey 40 miles, having to 
pass over glaciers most of the distance. 

In the Exchequer court to-day argu- 
ment was begun in the suit of Archibald 
Stewart vs. the Crown, for a quarter 
of a million for confiscation of the con- 
tract on the Soulanges canal and loss 
by expropriation of Jus stone quarry at 
Kockkvnd. 

The lirst batch of long-service medals 
will be sent out from the militia depart- 
ment (his week. The distribution will 
be made by districts in the order of their 
numbers, so that the London, Ont., vet- 
erans will ho the first to receive the 
medals. 



MACKENZIE BOWELL'S VIEWS. 

The Ex-rremier Talks on Current 
Politics on IIi s Way West- 

Winnipeg, Sept. 5.— (Special) — Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell, ex-prcinior of Can- 
ada, arrived from the East to-day, ac- 
companied by his daughter, Mrs. Mc- 
Carthy, and his grandchildren, Miss Mc- 
Carthy and Mrs. Churles Holtou. Sir 
Mackenzie, looking hale and hearty as 
of yore, was not unwilling to talk on 
political subjects, although since the 
house rose be has been busily engaged 
with Ids own affairs. Asked concerning 
the political outlook the ex-I'remier had 
nothing to say, but this field of prophecy 
proved the only one upon which he was 
not ready to enter. 

The proposal of Sir Wilfrid Laurior 
to reform the Senate Sir Mackenzie con- 
sidered means simply the nullification of 
the work of that body. If there is a 
large majority in favor of a certain ob- 
ject in the Commons and a small one 
against in the Senate, then the Senate 
would be swamped in the Commons. 
When the conditions were reversed the 
vote of the Commons would be nullified. 
However, as Sir Wilfrid promises a 
thing one day and neglects to fulfil it the 
next, it ig hard to say what the govern- 
ment will do about Senate reconstruc- 
tion. 

As to the statement that the Senate 
had spoiled the agreement between the 
government and the Grand Trunk in 
relation to securing the Intercolonial an 
entrance into Montreal, Sir Mackenzie 
was very much amused when it was put 
that way. If the lirst agreement was 
a good one, then the agreement secured 
by the Senate must lie very much better, 
because the first traffic agreemenl was 
to run for 01) years and could only be 
annulled by mutual consent of the par- 
ties. This meant that if the govern- 
ment desired to give its west-bound 
freight to other roads, the Grand Trunk 
could prevent it for three generations. 
By tin? agreement secured by the Senate 
the government can cancel the agree- 
ment in six months, but the Grand 
Trunk has not the power of nullification. 

The success of the new franchise act, 
he pointed out, is beautifully slftiwn in 
the case of Winnipeg, which has been 
disfranchised for all these months since 
the death of Mr. Janiieson. 

As to the redistribution measure, the 
stand taken by himself and others in 
the Senate bad been misrepresented. 
They did not say that it was unconstitu- 
tional to have redistribution until the 
decennial census in 1901, but as there 
must be a redistribution then, it is inex- 
pedient to have pne now. Referring for 
a moment to the merits of the bill, the 
criticism against the Conservatives 
on the last redistribution was that East- 
ern Ontario was over-represented ns 
compared with Western Ontario. Vet 
the Liberals in their new redistribution 
had never touched that The Liberals 
laid down the rule that the constituencies 
should follow municipal boundaries. 
They did this in certain places, as 
Toronto and Loudon, where it would 
help the Liberals and injure the Con- 
servatives, but neglected to do it 'in 
other places where it would injure the 
Liberals. 

Upon the Alaskan boundary question 
Sir Mackenzie bad only time to say that 
ho thought the position taken by Sir 
•Wilfrid was the right one, and the re- 
porter thought he caught an observation 
to the effect that this was about the only 
thing Sir Wilfrid was right on. 

Sir Mackenzie spends to-morrow Ln the 
city, and goes West to the Kootenny 
country to-morrow, returning after visit- 
ing Victoria in about n month. 



FORGERY IN A BANK. 

Molson's Montreal Bank Stirred l>y Dis- 
covery — Villo Marie Oircalwtion 
Books Found. 

Monitrenl, Sept. «.— (Special)— Forgery 
to the amount of $;i,000 lias becm discov- 
ered in the Molson's bank here, believed 
to be by one of the trusted employees, 
.but no information is given out. 

At the time of the Villo Marie hank 
suspension the hooks showing the bank's 
circulation could not be found, and it 
was thought for a time that they had 
disappeared for good and nil. Without 
these determining, the hank's circulation 
would of course have been a matter of 
conjecture more than of fact until the 
time had elapsed when the notes nil 
should have been put in for redemption. 
Clerks in Villo Marie bank were set to 
work looking for the missing hooks, but 
they reported that after diligent search 
they were unable- to find them. The 
liquidators were not satisfied with this, 
however, and Mr. Oaraud was certain 
that these books were there in his day 
as cashier, and must be about still. An- 
other hunt was made, and the search 
was at last rewarded by findinpr the 
much-sought-for books in on old cup- 
board.

Manila, Sept. 0.— The Iowa rngimont, 
the last of the volunteer organizations 
on duty in th e Island of Luzon, has been 
withdrawn from Calulut to barracks at 
Calucan, preparatory to departure for 
home. The number who will sail is SOU. 
Less than 300 of the regiment were left 
on duty at tho front when the order 
came for their relief, 408 being on the 
sick list. 

This regiment lias undergone linrd out- 
post duty for three months, during which 
it lias been very inuch exposed to the 
rains. Seventy-five members of the regi- 
ment have re-enlisted. Although the 
lowans participated in some of the hot- 
test of the fighting between: Malalos and 
San Fernandino, and not one or them 
was killed in battle. Thirty-nine mem- 
bers of the regiment "were wounded and 
nine died of disease. 

The insurgents continue to make dem- 
onstrations in tile vicinity of Ainus. The 
American oulposts were obliged to fire 
volleys the past Hire- nights. Mail ad- 
vices from Zeambonnga reporl that the 
town has been practically deserted. 



MAJOR GIIIOUAKD FETED.

Girouard, son of Judge Glrouard, <>f tho 
Supreme court, wdio played so important 
a part in the Soudan war, constructing 
a railway which assured Kitchener's 
speedy advance and triumph, was the 
recipient of congratulations of his na- 
tive city on Tuesday, when he was pre- 
sented with an address in the. City hall 
in the afternoon by Lieutenant-Oolonei 
Stevenson, acting mayor, in the absence 
of Mayor Prefoutaine.

Montreal, Sept. <!.— (Special)— John E. 
Redmond, M.P., leader of one wing of 
the Irish party in the Imperial House of 
Commons, and Hon. Daniel Dillon, Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, will visit Canada and 
the United States early next month. 
They are coming in response to an in- 
vitation from prominent Irish Ameri- 
cans, who are interested in a movement 
to erect a monument to the late Charles 
Stewart Darnell, the foundation stone of 
which il is proposed to lay in October. It 
is probable that Redmond and Dillon will 
address meetings in Montreal and other 
Canadian cities during their visit.

London, Sept. G.— Mr. Chamberlain re- 
mained at the foreign office until shortly 
before midnight. He declined to make 
a statement regarding the Transvaal 
situation, but expressed a desire to see a 
copy of tlie foreign transcript of the 
Trunsvaal government's reply issued by 
the Transvaal agent in Brussels' to-night, 
which was furnished to him by the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

In reply to the despatch of the British 
government, the Transvaal on Saturday 
handed to the British agent at Pretoria 
a response of which the following is the 
purport: 

The government of the South Afri- 
can Republic regret that Great Britain 
is of opinion that it is unable to accept 
the proposals made by the Transvaal 
despatches of August 19 and 21, by 
which the term for obtaining the fran- 
chise was fixed at five years, and the 
representation of the Witwatersrand 
district was enlarged. The government 
regrets tho more inasmuch as it considers, 
itself justified to deduce from the nego- 
tiations previous to its former proposal 
that the latter would be accepted by the 
British government. 

In these conditions the Transvaal con- 
siders its proposals are annulled, and 
finds it necessary to submit them to the 
volksraad and the people. It remains 
of the opinion that its proposals are ex- 
tremely liberal and more extensive than 
those presented by the British high com- 
missioner at Bloemfonteiji. It is. also of 
the opinion that the conditions attached 
to these proposals are reasonable. 

The Transvnnl never desired Great 
Britain to abandon any rights possessed 
by virtue of the London convention of 
1SS4, or by virtue of international law. 

The Transvaal still hopes that these, 
declarations will lead to a good under- 
standing and solution of the existing 
difficulties. AVith regard to the ques- 
tion of suzerainty, the Transvaal gov- 
ernment refers to the despatch of April 
10, 1S98, and considers, it unnecessary to 
repeat that despatch. 

The reply then proceeds to say: 

"The Transvaal government hps al- 
ready made known to the British agent 
its objections to accepting- tho proposals 
contained in the British high commis- 
sioner's telegram of August 2, suggest- 
ing the appointment of delegates to 
draw up a repo*"* on the Inst electoral 
law voted by the volka, ....... one- 
sided examination referred to in the last 
British despatch should show that the 
existing electoral law can he made more 
efficacious, the Transvaal government is 
ready to make a proposal to the volks- 
raad wilh this object. It is also dis- 
posed to furnish all the information and 
enlightenment possible, but is of opinion 
that the result of such an inquiry; so far 
as regards a useful appreciation of the 
law, w ill be of little value. Nevertheless) 
the government is very desirous of satis- 
fying Great Britain in the matter of the 
electoral law and the representation of 
the mining district." 

The reply then refers to Mr. Chamber- 
lain's proposals respecting a joint inquiry 
and says: 

"Considering thai by these proposal* 
Great Britain does not aim nt any In- 
terference in tlie affairs of the Trans- 
vaal, and that the action would not be 
regarded as a precedent, hut has solely 
for its object to ascertain whether the 
Franchise law fulfils its purpose, the 
Transvaal will await the ulterior pro- 
posals of Great Britain ns to the event- 
ual constitution of such n commission, 
as well as the place and time for the 
meeting." 

The Transvaal government further 
proposes at an early dale to send a fresh 

ply to tlie letter or July 27, and ex- 
nresses satisfaction that Great Britain 
has declared a readiness to negotiate on 
the question of a court of arbitration. It 
says it. would like to learn, however, 
whether the Free State burghers would 
be admitted to such a court, and what 
would be the scope of the court's discus- 
sion, it appearing to the Transvaal gov- 
ernment that the restrictions imposed 
will prevent the attainment of the ob- 
jects aimed at. With regard to the nl-

The Brussels agent for the Transvaal 
claims that in making its recent propos- 
als, the Transvaal government acted on 
tlie advice of the British agent in Pre- 
toria, Mr. Cpcyugliam Green. 

Early this morning the colonial olMcc 
began to receive the reply of the Trans- 
vaal government direct. Mr. Chamber- 
lain, on being-again requested to make 
a statement, declined to do so until after 
the cabinet council meeting Friday. 

The Standard, referring to the ab- 
stract of (the reply of the Transvaal gov- 
ernment, as given out by the Trans- 
vaal agent in Brussels, says: 

"The despatch is a positive insult to 
the British government. Clearly wo are 
within measurable distance of an ulti- 
matum." 

The Capetown correspondent of the 
Daily Mtiil says that three days ago 
the Hon. J. EI. Hoffineyer, the Afrikan- 
der lender in Cape Colony, telegraphed 
President Kruger, warning him that un- 
less he complied with certain specified 
conditions war would he inevitable. Mr. 
Kruger replied, promising compliance. 
President Stein, of the Orange Free 
State also urged President Kruger, ac- 
cording to the Daily Mail correspondent, 
to come tu terms witli Great Britain. 

Capetown, Sept. 6.— Lieut.-General Sir 
Frederick Walker, who relieves Gen. Sir 
William Francis Butler as commander 
of the British forces in South Africa, 
arrived here to-day. lie was met by 
cheering thousands and given a splendid 
reception. 

Durban. Natal, Sept. 0.— A number of 
natives tire applying to the authorities 
for licenses to carry assegais. A relief 
committee has been formed here for the 
purpose of caring for refugees from the 
Transvaal. 

London. Sept. G. — The Morning Post 
lias the following from its Johannesburg 
correspondent, who is now at Pieter- 
maritzburg, capital of Natal: "I in- 
spected the country carefully on the 
way from Johannesburg. The veldt is 
not yet in condition for war operations. 
The town of Newcastle is utterly unpro- 
tected. Tu seize it would assure the 
Boers possession of Laing's Neck, and 
compel the British to do 20 miles of 
lighting over rough country, peculiarly 
suited to Boer tactics, before they could 
begin the first real action. The war 
ollice wants waking up." >* 

The Johannesburg correspondent of 
the Standard says: "There seems to be 
some ground for supposing that the peace 
party at Pretoria has gained a temporary 
advantage as the result of the Influence 
of Mr. Fisher, the special representative 
of the Orange Free State." 

Berlin, Sept. 5— The Neueste Nnch- 
richten, commenting upon the news 
that the Germans in the Transvaal are 
'forming a league to help the Boers, says: 
"We fear that this offer will entice the 
Transvaal government to curry their 
resistance against England further than 
is advisable." Other influential Ger- 
man papers continue to warn President 
Kruger that he need not hope to receive 
the least help from Europe. 



Pretoria, Sept. 5.— The volksrnad to- 
day accepted Mr. Coester's motion to fix 
the debates to grow out of the interpella- 
tion of the government as to the assem- 
bling of British troops along the Trans- 
vaal borders for Thursday next. In 
presenting his motion Mr. Coester re- 
ferred to the "Jnraieson raid and other 
outrages and murders committed by 
British troops" as leading him to dis- 
trust the present concentration. He de- 
clared that the convention of 1884 did 
not contain the suzerainty stipulation, 
and he maintained that Mr. Chamber- 
lain had broken that convention by 
interfering in the internal affairs of the 
republic.

Times- Correspondent's FI'ghL 

London, Sent. 7. -The Times prints a 
long Capetown despatch from Mr. Mon- 
eypennv its Johannesburg correspond- 
ent, describing the steps which led to his 
lligiit. He says: 

"My escape was wholly due to the 
imbecility of the Transvaal detectives, 
for 1 treated all warnings with skepti- 
cism until the actual arrest of Mr. Pake- 
man (editor of the Transvaal Leader). 
That seemed an indication of the policy 
of defiance, making war inevitable, and 
I had several reasons, based on four 
months' continuous threats from every 
quarter, including State Secretary Reltz, 
for believing that, in the event of war, 
my life would be worth little if I were 
captured." . 

Mr Moneypenny then details his ad- 
ventures and further dangerous route of 
escape through Vilgoens drift, into the 
Orange Free State. On one occasion 
ho was challenged by a Boer command- 
ant whose suspicions were only quieted 
by his companion's ready use of the 
Dutch language.

DEATH oFjOUX WHILE It. ! 

A Pioneer of British Columbia Business 
World Passe-.i to His'Kest. 

After an active and honorable career, 
[inseparable from the history of the com- 
mercial life of Victoria, Mr. John \A oiler 
■fassnd away yesterday morning, lit Ins 
'home on Ulancliard street, at the advanc- 
ed age of 75. Ho had retired some years 
since from the activities of business, and 
during the greutef part of six months 
•past has been tortured by a complication 
of disorders which modical science was 
helpless lo abate or relieve. Surviving 
him the deceased pioneer leaves a widow 
and family of four sons, Messrs. Charles, 
.Otto, Joseph and George, his successors 
in the immense business which his in- 
dustry, foresight and enterprise created. 

It was in the possession of such sons— 
for few fathers ever had better cause 
to be fproud of each and all of their suc- 
cessors -that the late Mr. Weiler's de- 
i«Iinin£ years were made content, despite 
the heavy hand »i P«5n. 

Born at Mnyenee, [-Tcsse-DnrmstadL, 
• Germany, on August 24, 1824, the Qate 
ilr. W'eiler was induced to remove to 
America by the far-reaching reports of 
the orijfinsJ gold discoveries in Califor- 
nia, lie was then fl sturdy and ambi- 
tious young man of -<!. After a long and 
arduous voyage lie reached the land of 
gold in ]850, nnd for 10 years devoted 
Jllmseif alternately to ranching and min- 
ing in California, coining north to young 
Victoria in ISO], nnd forming a partner- 
ship with Mr. Btemler, under the firm 
name of Stemler & Woilcr. Upon tho 
dissolution of that partnership, lie em- 



ttltnUtely retiring uiwm *he 'establishment 
■of Wetter Bros, 

While, in the world 01 business Mr. 
Weiler succeeded to a degree that coin- 
limnds the heartiest admiration cfi all. 
it is notable that his success had its 
foundation in strict attention to busi- 
ness, unremittOMt watching of the de- 
mnmis of the times, unchangeable integ- 
rity, and never-failing good nature, as 
tniueji as in that almost hypnotic commer- 
cial acumen for which in earlier days he 
was noted among his confreres. In pri- 
vate life he was a man of large benev- 
olence, quiet nail unostentatious friend- 
ships and «wer-ruling love of home and 
home attachments. His lifetime was 
devoted to his family, his business and 
Jlis deeds of unheralded charity. 

On the formation of the firs! lodge of

KEARNEYISM REVIVED. 



Whether or not Mr. W. W. B. Mo- 
Innes, M. P., thinks it desirable that he 
should resign his soul in the House of 
Commons for the purpose of testing the 
popularity of the Lourier ministry in 
British Columbia is a matter of no very 
great importance. \Ve do not exactly 
see the force of the reasoning with 
which he justifies his proposed course, 
for if a member of parliament is under 
an obligation to resigu his seat whenever 
he happens to differ with his party, 
things have reached a pretty pass. A 
member of parliament is not a delegate 
but a .representative, and the distinction 
is wide. No member of parliament is 
bound either by law or parliamentary 
practice to confront in all particulars to 
the policy of the party which elects him. 
He is supposed to exercise his individual 
judgment upon all questions. Mr. 
Mclnncs did quito right in voting against _ 
the government on the Yukon rcsohi- v 
tions, and if he were to appeal to the 
electorate for an endorsement of his 
course in this regard he would have a 
good deal of sympathy, although most 
people would think such a course alto- 
gether unnecessary. But he ■ did not 
give this as his reason for proposing to 
resign- He did not refer to it in his 
Nanaimo speech. lie proposes to resign 
that he may appeal for re-election as a 
labor agitator. His speech means this 
if it means anything :it all. We think 
■we may fairly say that a more incen- 
diary speech was never delivered in 
•Canada. It is a speech that would 
have aroused the hearty enthusiasm of 
the Idaho dynamiters, and would not be 
out of place at a secret convention of 
anarchists. It was an extremely dan- 
gerous speech, and the only good thing 
about it was that its rashness, its 
violence and its appeal to the worst 
passions of tin. people will defeat its 
object. 

That we may not be thought to do Mr. 
Mclnnes an injustice, we quote from 
the report of his remarks printed in the 
Times, instead of that which nppeared 
in the Colonist. The Times has always 
been in sympathy with Mr. Mclnnes. 
Speaking of his proposed resignation 
and subsequent appeal for re-election, he 
•aid: 



must bo presumed to understand the 
meaning of the language he employs 
nnd to mean the things he says. His; 
speech is a plea to the workingm'en of 
Nanaimo to forsake the lines of consti- 
tutional agitation and resort to violence 
to attain their ends. The time-honored 
practice of trusting to constitutional 
agitation for reforms does not suit this 
firebrand. He scouts the idea that any- 
thing can he accomplished by the 
changing of governments. Only direct 
action by the people will suit him. Now 
there is only one form that direct action 
by the people can take, and that is a 
resort to violence, and Mr. Mclnnes' 
language seems to have been deliber- 
ately chosen to suggest this course. In 
another part of his speech he showed 
what was in his mind, for he spoke »f 
the action of the people of the Pacific 
States in dealing with the Chinese ques- 
tion, and expressed the opinion that this 
is the proper course for the people of 
British Columbia to take. We again 
quote from the report in the Times: 

The time bus come for action on this 
question. We are undergoing the very 
same experience that the people to the 
south of the line had to undergo. For 
years they appealed to the authorities 
at Washington, but nothing was done 
until they acted themselves, and bo I 
say the time has come for us to act, for 
nothing will be accomplished uutil the 
government are made to see that the 
people of British Columbia are deter- 
mined i" this matter. 

How did " the people to the south of 
the line" act for themselves'/ They did 
so by a resort to such " fundamental 
principles" as murder and the destruc- 
tion of property. I'Vr the murders done, 
the United States afterwards paid China 
a round indemnity; for the destruction 
of property and the injury done to busi- 
ness no compensation was possible. It 
will he observed that Mr. Mclnnes 
thinks the time has come for such action 
now. Is he prepared to lead a horde 
of rulllans after the fashion of Dennis 
Kearney and attempt to set up mob 
law? lie declared in the course of his 
speech that he proposed to be another 
William Tell. He is going to strike for 
liberty now- in order that he may be 
illustrious hereafter. But unfortunately 
for his ambitions in this direction, if he 
endeavors to carry them out after the 
fashion of " the people to the south of 
the line," he may discover that every one 
under the British flag has rights that 
must he respected, and that the courts 
have a summary fashion of disposing of 
those who resort to violence. 

The agitation led by Dennis Kearney 
had at least a colorable excuse in the 
fact that the condition of the laboring 
men of San Francisco was almost des- 
perate; but his Nanaimo imitator has 
not even this excuse. The laboring men 
of British Columbia have plenty of work 
at good wages. There are no idle men 
except those who wish to be so. When 
Dennis Kearney threatened to make San 
Francisco another Moscow if the work- 
ingmen did not get what he called their 
rights, he spoke for men who were 
hungry. But the men whom Mr. Mc- 
lnnes endeavors to incite to deeds of 
iolencc are well-fed and well-paid. We 
are very sure that Mr, Mclnnes will 
take nothing by his motion. The woTk- 
ingmen of British Columbia will not be 
misled by his agitation. They have 
more sense. They know that if we are 
to have a repetition of what took place 
among " the people to the south of the 



the whole province will get such 
a set-back that it ennnot. recover in many 
years, and if there are any foolish 
people, who think that Kearney and his 
followers are the sort of patriots that 
British Columbia wants, they will doubt- 
less be held in check by the knowledge 
of the fact that men who resort to 
violence under the British Hag are very 
promptly taken care oS in a manner that 
renders them quite oblivious to any 
labor question outside of four walls for 
some time-

Wc are accustomed in a certain 
class of newspapers to read disgraceful 
and Calumnious -attacks upon members 
of the government or of the legislature. 
But it was not until two opposition news- 
papers ventured on it a few days ago 
that a representative of the crown— 
the Lieutenant-Governor of the prov- 
ince— had ever been made a target for 
ubusw. We have, however, now reached 
the Worst style of American journalism, 
and nothnig is safe from attempts of 
these journalistic thugs, for they are 
nothing better than thai. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor — probably because he 
Would not listen to the demands of these 
writers that he ohould adopt an arbi- 
trary and unconstitutional course — is 
deliberately charged with manipulating 
public affairs in order to advance the po- 
litical fortunes of a near relative.

A NEW TRIAL ORDERED. 

In the Somewhat Celebrated Suit of 
Bird vs. Veith and Uorliunl— Other 
Full Court Decisions. 

In the Full court yesterday Chief Jus- 
tice McColl delivered judgment iu be- 
half of the bench, granting a new trial 
in the case of Bird VS. Veith, the ac- 
tion based on the alleged breach of con- 
tract in failure to deliver within a sped- 
bed time a certain mule-pack train re- 

I quired in the North. Costs were assess- 

led against the plaintiffs. Mr. L. P. Duff 
appeared for the defendants (appellants), 
and Messrs. It. Cassidy uud A. D. Crease 

! contra, The judgment of the learned. 

! court follows: 

I Bird vs. Veith.— We are of opinion that 
the learned trial Judge erred In dealing 
with the question of the defendants' exclu- 

1 slou from the court room, as If they were 
In the same position as u witness, not a 
party, to the ucLiou, whose exclusion, If re- 
quested, is couimonly ordered as of course. 

| la our judgment the parties to an action 

I have the right to be present during the 
trial, unless some good reason is shown 
why tiny of them should be excluded, ond 
the mere circumstance that these defend- 
ants would, or might, be called as witnesses 
did not entitle the plaintiff to require their 
exclusion. It is sufficient for tills dispo- 
sition of this appeal that no reason what- 
ever was even suggested for the exclusion, 
other than the plaintiffs' supposed right to 
call for It. Mr, Cnssltly conteaded that it 
new trial ought not to ge granted because 
of the exclusion, even If wrongful, unless 
the defendants could Bhow that they had 
been substantially prejudiced in the re- 
sult by their absence. We. cannot accede 
to this. If the questions to be determined 
between the parties were such as to make 
it clear that the defendants could not have 
been prejudiced by the error complained 
of, a different question would have arisen; 
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but In this case, after some of the witnesses 
had been examined, It was found necessary 
to permit the return of one of the defend- 
ants to the court room for the purpose of 
Instructing their counsel, nnd in the present 
circumstances we ought not to speculate 
to what extent the defendants may have 
been prejudiced. There should be n new 
trial, with costs to the defendants in any 
event.

GRAND FORKS. 

Grand Forks, Sept. 3, — A contract for 
driving a tunnel 230 feet to tap the lodge 
at a dentil of 150 foot on the Bonanza, In 
Knight's camp, on the North Fork of Ket- 
tle river fifteen miles from Grand Forks, 
will he awarded next week. A quartz ledge 
six feet wide has been exposed by a series 
of open cuts and a shaft for a distance of 
(WO feet. The properly ' la owned by the 
Bonanza Mountain Gold Mining Company 
and embraces four claims of 208 acres. The 
ledge lias given assays of $31 In copper and 
gold per ton. 

It. A. Brown, "Volcanic" Brown, as he is 
popularly known far and wide, reeeivedr 
word to-day Unit u bond on a fifteen-thirty- 
seconil Interest of his in the Sunset, a Slm- 
llkameen copper proposition, has just been 
taken up by Hon. O. II. Mackintosh, of 
Uossland.' The consideration was $10,000 
cash, and the money has been placed to 
Mr. Brown's credit in the bank. The pro- 
perty was discovered by Mr. Brown In 
1S8S, and located by him four years later. 
It is situated oa Copper mountain ten miles 
from Pentlcton. lie stated that he had 
sold it at a sacrifice in order to secure 
funds to carry on certain litigation. The 
property hus eropplngs 1,000 feet wide in 
place. Its valuc <l iuny be learned from the 
fact that the workings only consist of a 
43-foot shaft. Average assays give 20 per 
cent, in copper, but the nzurite has given 
returns of over 150 per cent. Mr. Brown 
owns three other claims north of the Sun- 
set. 

He expects to strike ore at any moment 
on Ills Volcanic claim on the North Fork of 
Kettle river. The tunnel Is now in 570 
feet, and lately the men have been encoun- 
tering talc, copper quartz and Iron. 

Brown Is a picturesque character and has 
had a romantic career. He is the Canadian 
prototype of Kit Corson, and other western 
pioneers. Following the occupation of a 
hunter and trapper for years before the ad- 
vent of civilization, he has traversed the 
interior of British Columbia from Washing- 
ton to the Big Bend of the Columbia, and 
westerly from the Rockies to the Pacific 
Coast. He has had many perilous adven- 
tures with wounded grizzlies and moun- 
tain lions. He will carry several scars to 
his grave. 

Cofferdams to aid In the construction of 
the dam for the smelter now building here 
have been laid two-thirds of the distance 
across the north fork of the Kettle river. 
Men are removing the holders preparatory 
to cutting out the bed rock to receive the 
fouudatlon timbers of the dam. The river 
baa already risen sufficiently to develop 
2,000 horse power. The timber for the 
mile flume which will convey the water to 
the smelter has been distributed. 

Tile foundations for the smelter, sampling 
mill, and dwellings of the officials as well 
ns the big retaining wall have been com- 
pleted. 

C. U. Murray, secretary of the Toronto 
Mining Exchange, and the mining section 
of the Toronto Board of Trade, has left 
.ror home after making a tour of the 
Boundary country. Said Mr. Murray to 
your correspondent: "I went as far west 
as Camp MeKinney, where increased ac- 
tivity prevails just now. Everything is 
looking well there. The Cariboo has suf- 
ficient ore blocked out to occupy twenty 
stamps for two years. The Waterloo is 
being systematically developed. Although 
the Granite and Banner has only live 
stamps In operation crushing seven tons of 
ore per day. The net profit every twenty- 
lour hours is ?04. Ore is cow being taken 
from the 200 foot tunnel that has been run 
run Into the side of the mountain. In ad- 
dition two shafts SO and 110 feet deep re- 
spectively have been sunk on the ledge, 
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can be traced for 1,500 feet, 
has a bright' future. 
"I was deeply impressed with the pro- 
gress made in Greenwood and Wellington 
camps. The Knob Hill, Old Ironsides, Win 
nlpcg and Brandon nud Golden Crown 
have blocked out large ore bodies, and are 
to-day on a shipping basis. I also Inspected 
the workings of the Ratbniullen as well 
ns the Victor and No. 37 In Summit Camp. 
The Maple Leaf, a member of the first 
group, baB a 29-foot quartz ledge carrying 
hlgli values in gold and copper. The main 
working shaft is being sunk to the hun- 
dred foot level, nud Is expected shortly to 
strike the vein encountered in the drift run 
from the 75-foot level. The property Is 
equipped with a holier, hoist, and pump. 
m ml In another week the compressor plant 
w ill "be Installed. J. M. O'Toole, the presi- 
dent, an experienced man, Is directing the 
work, and under bis superintendence the 
Kuthmulleu should soon become n dividend 
payer. There are some good showings dis- 
closed by open cuts on the Ben Ilur ami 
other claims in the camp. 

"Tile Victor anil No, 37, owned by J. It. 
Henderson, of Grand Forks, are situated 
nbout a mile distant, Both are promising 
properties. The Victor has an S-foot ledge 
of almost pure ore on the surface, while 
one of the three ledges on the 37 by strip- 
ping has been shown to he over 30 feet 
wide. A working shaft Is now being sunk 
on the lead. 

NELSON. 

The sawmill men of the southeastern por- 
tion of the province did not accomplish any. 
thing yesterday morning at the conference 
which was held at the Phnir hotel for the 
purpose of forming a lumber trust nut of 
the several mills in the district. The chief 
obstacle encountered was the desire on the 
pnrt of the Nelson Saw and Planing Mills, 
Limited, to receive cash, instead of fitock, 
for their property, and this the promoters 
of the proposed trust did not regurd favor- 
ably. As a result, it may now he said that 
the scheme for a big trust Is off. Instead, 
there may be an amalgamation of the saw- 
mill Interests of G. O. Buchannn of Kaslo, 
P. Gcnelle & Co. of Nnkusp, anil Louis 
lllue and his associates in Rossland and 
through the Boundary country. A company 
may he formed with an authorized capital 
of $1,000,000, which may absorb the above- 
mentioned Interests and such other mills 
as limy he deemed advisable to buy. There 
is some prospect of the J. A. Saywnrd mill 
going into the amalgamation, while the Nel- 
son Saw and Planing Mills, Limited, will 
remain out. 

'•Dave" MeBeath returned to Nelson Fri- 
day evening. He says that he made good 
his promise with respect to the speedy con- 
struction of the wagon road to the Yellow- 
stone mine. By actual measurement the 
road is twelve miles long, and the entire 
work was completed inside of thirty days. 
"Dave" says that there Is the finest timber 
along the road from the Salmon river to 
the mine that he has seen in this section 
of the country. If a man could .move the 
white pine and cedar from the Yellowstone 
wagon road to the Mississippi river there 
would nut be figures enough in this print- 
ing office to describe the money he would 
mnke oat of It. 

There was no meeting of the city council 
yesterday afternoon, as none of the nlder- 
men, with the exception of Alderman Beer, 
put In an nppearaaeo. In consequence, the 
bun cli of reform by-laws were not cons Id- 
red. It is not likely that another •meeting 
of the council will be held until Thursday, 
when the narrow gauge and broad gauge 
candidates for 1900' s mayoralty contest may 
bc expected to lock horns over the by-law 
to prohibit the sale of anything but milk 
on Sunday. It is said that one amendment 
has already been suggested to the effect 
that the sale of tobacco should also be per- 
mitted, and a further amendment Is also 
talked of which will include refreshments, 
Alderman Fletcher is looked on as the lend 
er of the broad gauge aldermen, and A. J 



Marks Is attending to his canvnss for 
mayor. Alderman Beer la the boss of the 
uurrow gauge forces, and his eanvnBS for 
mayor Is under the personal direction, at 
John Hepburn. During the next few days 
"Dave" MeBeath will organize a crusade 
against the Sunday closing by-law.

We are afraid 
that the bachelor miner will remain in 
single blessedness for a long time be- 
fore the situation which he is so anxious 
to bring about will materialize, for the 
reason that the sort of ladies whom he 
describes have but little trouble in se- 
curing husbands in any man's country', 
nnd, therefore, are not compelled to go 
to the city of Nelson for that particular 
purpose- So that everybody may un- 
derstand the lamentable situation of af- 
fairs in Nelson the letter from "A Sin- 
gle Miner" is given as it nppears in the 
Manitoba Free Fress.

As we are among the first to call atten- 
tion to the necessity of training our cap- 
tains of guns in the British Beet to as 
near perfection as things can bo perfect- 
ed on this mundane sphere, 80 perhaps 
may wo be allowed to congratulate the 
admiralty on the improvement which has 
taken place since our first criticisms ap- 
peared. The SO per cent, of hits ohtamcd 
by the crew of the Scylla is a very con- 
siderable advance on anything that has 
previously been recorded. It is all the 
more satisfactory because it was obtain- 
ed when a perfectly independent set of 
markers wore recording the hits made 
from tiie guns or Captain Scott's com- 
mand. The- records of self-marking ships 
have begun to be mistrusted and it would 
be as well if the system of independent 
marking was more freely adopted at 
quarterly target practice in future. 

A set of markers appointed to each 
station, and visiting each ship- in turn 
to see at least one quarter's practice per 
annum carried out in some safe and con- 
venient spot, and reporting its results 
straight to the admiralty, with a dupli- 
cate report to the commander-in-chief of 
the station, would he an ideal thing. 
Such a system would cause commanding 
officers to give a great deal jnore atten- 
tion to riddling a target on practice day 
than to polishing bright work for inspec- 
tion time. It would also relieve the ad- 
mirals from the duty some of them are 
imposing on themselves— that is, taking 
a ship to sea to exercise at target prac- 
tice as a part of their periodical inspec- 
tion, This might still he done in some 
.•uses by way of keeping every one up to 
lie mark, and for the admiral to ob- 
serve for himself the efficiency of his fleet 
this all-important point. Hut with 
Independent markers no taint of the sus- 
picion of self-interest— to winch we have 
all been lamentably subject since the fall 
would attach to the reports he would 
receive about, the quarter's practice of 
ships under his command. But, if a set 
of markers for each station is as yet be- 
fore the lights of those govern these 
hings then Captain Scott's plan of a set 
f markers from other ships on the same 
station is Hie next best thing. 

It must not be thought, however, that 
the admiralty has, by supplying tbe navy 
with an extra £100,000 worth of ammu- 
nition for increased gun practice through- 
out the fleet, entirely laid the bogey of 
bad or indifferent shooting for all time. 
Their lordships have made it plain that 
they intend that straight shooting shall 
court more points for promotion to an 
executive oflicer than polished bright 
work. . . If a hit on the target counts 
for more than a burnished battery door, 
then the target will he hit, while the bat- 
tery door will remain covered with paint.

The County of Cardigan is British bot- 
tom of 1,230 tons, Hughes master, and 
sailed from the Welsh colliery port en 
April '21 Inst, so thai she is now about 
due to arrive. She secured an option for 
salmon charter some time ago, i! is un- 
derstood, and this option was taken up 
yesterday morning by Turner, Boeton & 
Co., Ltd., at 40 shillings or thereabouts. 
Despite the prevailing impression that 
rail shipments are superceding cargo con- 
signments by sailing ships for the Eng- 
lish salmon market, the loaders in the 
industry assert that practically the same 
proportion of the pack still goes forward 
in the old- time way — by far the greater 
portion, The British Columbia export to 
London and Liverpool this year calls 
into service a licet of eight, with an ag- 
gregate tonnage of 10,241, and n capacity 
of half a million cases. Two of the fleet, 
the River Falloch and the Kirkhall, arc 
now ready to receive their cargoes on the 
Frascr river, while a number of the 
others arc looked for. The complete list 
is as below:

MR. MoINWES' ORATION. 

Prom the Victoria Times. 

When the good people who crowded the 
opera house nt Nanainio last Monday 
and listened to Mr. William Wallace 
Bruce Mclnnes, M. P., deliver what 
must be classed as the most extraordin- 
ary speech in the history of politics in 
this province, when they- read that 
speech in cold type, its periods unaided 
by the gesticulations and other oratorical 
paraphernalia which enable a man to 
talk nonsense with impunity to an 
assemblage of hearers— when, we way, 
that audience thinks over that speech 
they will wonder what was in it to excite 
their applause. We have no doubt that 
their second thoughts on that speech will 
cause them some uneasiness, because 
they are bound to feel some suspicion 
that the sounding brass and the tinkling 
cymbals of the demagogue have charmed 
them and won their approbation in an 
unguarded moment. 

No paid agitator ever made use of 
poorer shoddy than the pitiful stuff 
dished up by Mr. Mclnnes to bis audi- 
ence on Monday. His theatrical an- 
nouncement of the resignation of his 
sent was loo evidently a mere bit of the 
art of political dodgery, and though it 
might take the audience unawares and 
momentarily arouse their admiration, 
their calmer thoughts must inevitably be 
fatal to Mr. Mclnnes' plan to gain 
credit and escape possible censure. 

One serious offence which Mr. Mc- 
lnnes committed in that speech was his 
expression of unreasoning hostility to 
capital. The wisest leaders of the labor 
movement would deprecate the utter- 
ances of Mr. Mclnnes; - for all thinking 
workingmen know thnt while the just 
claims of labor must be firmly and un- 
ceasingly pressed upon the attention of 
governments for settlement, labor has 
no desire to antagonize capital. The 
spirit between the two ought to he one 
of conciliation; it is in thnt spirit that 
great reforms are to be brought about. 
It is not right for any public man to 
utter such statements as those which fell 
from Mr. Mclnnes on Monday, and wo 
feel sure he will yet regret them, if he 
does not do so now.

Eugene Sullivan, of Siin Francisco, Is 
one of the few disappointed miners— he 
having spent the lust two years in a vain 
endeavor to make his fortune in North- 
eastern Alaska— to reach Victoria this 
season. With-six others he arrived 
from Nanaimo" yesterday, having quit 
the big freight steamer Bristol at that 
port, to make his journey overland to 
California, joyful (as he says) to got 
back once more to civilization.' 

The Bristol left St. Michael on the 
Kith or 17th of last month, called at 
Ounalaska and escaped all bad weather 
such as II. M. S. Pheasant experienced, 
and in which she is reported to have lost 
two of her bouts. She was laying at 
Ounalaska with four or five United 
States cutters and other craft when the 
Bristol called. There were, too, in the 
licet one or two sealers, but none Hying 
the Canadian Hag. One was the San 
Francisco schooner Bowhcnd, which 
was about to leave for heme, indicating 
that the season's sealing operations are 
drawing to a close. Of her catch Mr. 
Sullivan had not time to make inquiry, 
as he and his companion prospectors on 
the down voyage were engaged aboard 
the steamer as members of the crew, 
having no money lo pay their passage, 
and at any rate being only takea aboard 
as ship bands, as the vessel had' no per- 
mit to carry passengers. 

Among the big steamers in poet while 
th Bristol was ai Ounalaska was the 
United States transport Garonne. She 
was bound for Manila, heavily laden, 
principally with horses, and in order to I 
avoid the warm weather of the soothern 
latitudes had taken what is known I 
among navigators as the northern i 
course, going a little off the regular I 
route in order to land and rest tin? aul- 
mala aboard. It was intended to put 
the horses ashore for two or three days- I 
From the mouth of the Yukon river j 
Mr. Sullivan brings a most interesting 
budget of news. When he left. St. 
Michael there were upwards of 300 men 
scattered about on the island, all trying 
to sell out. their "all," in order to get 
money with which to return home. The 
island is dotted with tents, the domiciles 
of the unfortunate men, and it is sad- 
dening to go from one to the other of 
these and read on the pasteboard 
placards their notices of sale. 

But. they will never sell, out, Mr. 
Sullivan says; no one wants their few 
belongings, and their claims, located 
perhaps hundreds of miles distant, are 1 
worthless. He has been all over the 
country, and could find nothing more 
than colors. On Hunter creek he worked 
on one of the noted claims in that part 
of Alaska, and shared in the only $30' 
worth of gold taken oat. Big induce- 
ments were thrown out to him to go toil 
Cape Nome, but he hail talked the dis- 
trict over with Idaho miners— men he 
places dependence on— and was informed 
that the mining there carried on is very 
unprofitable. 

" 1 would want," said Mr. Sullivan, 
•• to make at least 25 cents to the pan 
before I remained at Cape Nome. The 
season is so short that work can only 
be carried on for a short time in the 
year. All along the beach for miles 
you can see the one scene at Cape 
Nome. it is continuously raining, and 
men are compelled to work covered— 
body, hands and feet— with rubber. 

" Back a little from shore are the 
tents, and to these the weary pros- 
pector goes when his day's work is done, 
to dive beneath its meagre shelter for 
the night. There is no blaze at which 
to get warm, or perhaps dry, for fire- 
wood is a luxury, and what little fuel is 
used by the large companies is obtained 
from remote places. 

" Ah for Kotzebue Sound, everyone 
knows," says Mr. Sullivan, " that the 
countrv is ' no good. I was at St. 
Michael when on the 3rd or 4th of Inst 
month the United States cutter Bear 
arrived from there with 60 of the vic- 
tims of a mining craze. It was heart- 
rending to see the men. I knew many 
of them before they went North, and so 
changed were they in appearance that 
I did not recognize them. They were 
suffering from scurvy and were in an 
awful condition. They are now. I un- 
derstand, to be taken down Sound some- 
where." 

Mr. Sullivan brings news that one of 
the Alaska Commercial Company s 
steamers— he thinks if was the Louise- 
went ashore with two barges a short dis- 
tance up the river about the 4th of lust 
month. The barges were heavily loaded' 
with merchandise, and as they struck 
one sustained serious injury, her cargo 
being damaged considerably as il cumej 
in contact with the water. The steamer 
be^eir. b id her housework carried away, 
bill before the Bristol sailed she had 
been lifted by two ocean steamers and 
bv them convoyed to a place of safety: 
A sudden storm was the cause of tile 
accident, which, catching the steamer 
and her tows, drove her ashore, despite 
all efforts. 

Another accident to shipping on the 
Yukon of late bus been the stranding of 
the Seattle steamer A.rgo, about tOO 
miles below Rampart City. She was 
hard and fast according to hist reports 
from up the river, and seemed likely to 
remain, as she was somewhat of a- deep 
water craft, and the water was falling 
very rapidly in the river. 

Tlie only drowning accident which Mr. 
Sullivan reports is that of the second 
engineer on the little American stonniM- 
Wilbur Crinimins. She was coining 
down the Koyukuk river at the time, 
and the engineer, whose name Mr. Sulli- 
van could not recall, had gone on deck 
lo fix some machinery, when he fell over- 
board. His shipmates missed him half 
an hour later, but never recovered his 
body.
